Haydon, sailed up the St. Lawrence 
River to land at Quebec, 

Mr. King told of some of those 
things which took him to Europe, of 
the welcome he received everywhere, 
of the high place which Canada has 
achieved in the minds and hearts of 
European nations, and of the benefit 
which: had accrued from his sojourn 
in Great Britain and on the continent.

ters and he also described the sus- 
picions governing British action 
which he said, had gained currency 
in some American circles. 

“Our policy in naval building is to 
go slowly. We have no intention of 
competing with the United States 
and we came to the decision to go 
slow long before we were asked to 
sign the Kellogg pact. ~ 

“We are grateful to Mr. Kellogg 
for bringing the treaty to Europe. 
|It gives it what in our life we should 
be grateful for, an opportunity for 
a fresh start. I doubt whether the 
world yet realizes the import of the 
Kellogg pact.” 

The Prime Minister concluded with 
|an appeal for faith in the League of 
| Nations as an instrument of peace. 
| Barlier in his address he alluded to 
| uneasiness reflected in some British 
newspapers recently who thought 
| that by the Franco-British naval ac- 
| cord this country had been committed 
to the French view concerning army 
reserves without obtaining any ade- 
quate naval concession. 

“I wish to contradict the idea that 
; we have abandoned our position of 
j}impartiality adopted at the time of 
| the Locarno pact,” said Mr, Baldwin. 
| We have made no new engagements 
and there has been no change in the 
, orientation of our policy. 
| “Our interests and our inclinations 
|have alike prompted us to preserve 
and even strengthen the — solidarity 
| of our relations with Germany, as 
j well as with France and Italy.” 

Mr. Baldwin dealt with the evil 
influence of war on national charact- 
er particularly as illustrated in the 
world, He said that this showed man- 
kind descended not only from the 
ape, but has inherited characteristics 
of the tiger. 

“The tiger is very close to the sur- 
|face,” he said. “If the state is to 
survive, the tiger must be eliminat- 
ed, but our experience of 13 years 
ago showed that these base instincts 
are ready to be summoned from their 
hidden lair at a moment's notice, 

“No two bodies of persons 
more potent to summon these ancient 
impulses than are the politicians and 
|the press. Only an intense spiritual 
fight can resist these instincts.”

Method Was In Use Many Centuries 
Ago 

Residents on this continent who 
are fortunate enough to own spe-) 
cially designed radio sets can, if they 
please, regulate the course of their 
daily life and their social engage-| 
ments by Westminster’s famous clock 
tower. Every day the chime of Big} 
Ben, hung high above the House of 
Parliament and struck on the 13% 
ton bell, is broadcast to the world by 
an English firm. Transmitted at the 
incredible speed of the radio waves, 
it reaches listeners on this continent 
a fraction of a second earlier than it 
does the crowds on the streets of | 
London. While enjoying the novelty 7} 
catching the distant sound and set- 
ting their time-keepers' thereby 
with the requisite allowance for the| 
difference between local and London 
time, few listeners pause to recall} 
that they are combining both ancient 
and ultra-modern methods of order- 
ing their daily affairs. 

Among the most venerable of as- 
sociations is that of the bell with the 
measurement of time. Early in ex- 
tant historical annals, the bell began 
to be employed as a summons and a 
signal. The bell summoned the Ro- 
man soldiers to arms and the Roman 
citizens to the senate chamber—it 50 | 
identified itself with the Christian | 
fait as a signal for prayer or as a} 
summong to the place of worship} 
that the campanile or bell tower be-| 
came an integral part of ecclesias- | 
tical architecture.

some months past in connection with 
the sampling of grain for government 
inspection have led to the installation 
of automatic samplers in the Sas- 
katchewan wheat pool terminals num- 
ber four, five, six, seven and eight at 
the Head of the Lakes. 

After thorough testing of the auto- 
matic samplers by the pool inspec- 
tion department, they were carefully 
checked over by the Dominion gov- 
ernment inspection department, and 
the chief inspector has agreed to 
recognize samples taken by the auto- 
matic samplerg as official samples 
taken at unload. 

Consequently a sample will now be 
retained at the Head of the Lakes, of 
all cars of Saskatchewan Pool grain 
unloaded at Saskatchewan Pool term- 
inals, and these samples will be avail- 
able for re-inspection purposes when- 
ever required, or in the case of “held 
full’ cars, so that growers who are 
not advised of Winnipeg grades 
promptly enough in the ordinary 
course of events to wire for re-in- 
spection at “unload” before the car is 
actually unloaded, will now be pro- 
tected by the retaining of samples of 
all pool cars for some time after un- 
loading. 

This improvement in the sampling 
system is a result of the work of the 
inter-provincial grading committee 
appointed some months ago as repre- 
sentative of the three wheat pools of

Reason For Butter Shortage 


More Milk Made Into Cheese On 
Account Of High Prices 

As the end of the dairying season 
approaches, there are 8,800,000 
pounds less butter in cold storage in 
Canada than last year, Figures pub- 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics show 29,129,000 pounds in 
storage on Oct. 1, as compared with 
38,009,000 pounds on the same date 
in 1927, and $82,175,000 pounds for 
the five-year average. 

A similar depletion of cheese 
stocks is revealed. There were 27,- 
793,000 pounds in storage on Oct 1, 
a decrease of 7,977,000 pounds from 
last year's total of 35,770,000 pounds. 
The five-year average wag 30,348,000 
pounds, 

The quantity of cheese graded up 
to the end of September of this year 
was 1,219,150 boxes, as compared 


| with a total of 1,163,208 boxes for 


the same period in 1927, or an in- 
crease of 55,912 boxes. 
The reason ascribed by Depart- 


ment of Agriculture officials for the 
lower stocks of butter and cheese 
this year as compared with last year 
is the higher prices prevailing for 
cheese in the export markets. More 
milk was made into cheese and less 


;into butter as a result and both pro- 


| ducts have been exported quickly to 
'meet the outside demand.
